On the subject of immigration, therefore, Sir CHf- 
ford can speak with authority, and his views should, and will, carry weight

Sir Clifford Sifton is wise enough to see that even proper selection of 
immigrants, and their suitable location after arrivak in Canada, will not in 
themselves be sufficient to ensure success. Conditions essential to success 
must likewise receive consideration, and remedies applied where existing 
conditions do not make for success. Among the matters requiring spectfic 
action by the Government of Canada enumerated by Sir Clifford are problems 
of marketing, notably lake freight rates on grain; ocean rates on cattle from 
Montreal to British ports; a strengtlening of the Canadian Bank Act and 
banking system which will provide needed security to the public, and greater 
facilities for currency and loans in times of emergency and financial stress; 
greater economy in public administration leading to a lessening of taxation.

The farm and fishery products of 
Canada, during 1923 showed material 
increases over the 1922 figures. The 
value of the Dominion’s mineral, for- 
est, agricultural and fislfing industries 
is placed at $2,420,000,000 in vnofficial 
government estimates for 1923. This 
represents an increase of $252,000,- 
000 over the values of the previous 
year. 

Canada is now the greatest single 
contributor to the world’s wheat sup- 
ply with more surplus wheat for ex- 
port than any other wheat growing 
nation, according to Statistics compll- 
ed by the International Institute of 
Agriculture in Rome and transmitted 
to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics.

Changes In Dominion 
Lands Administration 


Department of the Interior Effects 
Needed Economies by 
Consolidation 
During the past few months the de- 
partment organization in charge of the 
administration of Dominion lands in 
the three prairie provinces and the 
Rallway Belt and Peace River Block 
of the province of British Columbia 
has been thoroughly overhauled with 
a view to providing satisfactory serv- 
ice at a minimum cost. Changing 
conditions have made it possible to re- 
duce the number of land offices, the 
operation of the field staff has been 
simplified, and the number employed 
cut down by requiring all inspectors 
to undertake inspection work for all 
land divisions. In the past the De- 
partment of the Interior had home- 
stead inspectors, crown timber inspec- 
tors, grazing inspectors, and school 
land inspectors. Now there will be 
only one class of inspectors, namely 

Dominion land inspectors. 

The chanyes made at head office in 
Ottawa will be of considerable interest 
to those who have land business to 
transact with the department. Up to 
the present time the land branches 
have been housed in several Buildings 
in different parts of the city. How- 
ever, they are now being concentrat- 
ed in one building, the Norlite Build- 
ing on Wellington Street, opposite the 
West Block. The establishment of 
tihs one office for the transaction of 
all Dominion lands busiress should 
prove a great convenience to those 
who have federal lands business to 
transact and, of course, the advant- 
ages from an administrative stand- 
point are obvious. At the same time 
it is confidently expected that a ma- 
terial reduction in staff can be effect- 
ed as the amalgamation of related 
services progresses.

Jack Pine a Coming Wood 


Formerly Despised, Is

Jack pine, formerly despised, is now 
recognized as a most useful wood. It 
is used in immense quantities for rail-

Grim Tale of Motor Accidents at 
Railway Crossings 

There were twenty-three railway 
crossing accidents in Canada during 
December. In all but five of them 
motor cars came into collision with 
locomotives. As a_ result of these 
accidents seven persons were killed 
and thirty-two injured. 

lt is evident that the drivers otf 
the locomotives were in most cases 
perhaps in all, not to blame. The 
locomotives operate on a private 
right of way, and where they cross 
streets or highways they are not 
supposed to stop so that other vehl- 
cles may pass. This fact does not 
seem to sink in as it should.. There 
are many reckless people who know 
it and still race with death in order 
to be first at the crossing, even if it 
is only to draw up after they pass to 
see the train go thundering by. 

The grim tale of December's acel- 
dents proves once more that in the 
race the crossing, death is the 
winner far too often, and that the 
safe thing to do, for motorist or foot 
passenger, is to give the locomotive 
the right of way the law requires.—

Information is Supplied Free by 
Department of Agriculture 

Every domestic animal is subject 
to that obnoxious and contagious dis- 
ease mange, seables or itch, says Dr. 
Milton, chief veterinary inspector of 
the Dominion Hoalth of Animals 
Branch in a bulletin “Mange in Cattle, 
Horses and Sheep.” The Animal 
Contagious Diseases Act requires that 
every owner, breeder, dealer and vet- 
erinary surgeon, suspecting the exist- 
ence of the disease shall immediately 
notify the nearest veterinary tnspee- 
tor. 

Mange is caused by a minute para- 
sile commonly known as a mite, living 
on, or in tli® skin, and reproducing it- 
self by means of eggs. When il is 
stated that the female can produce a 
million and a half descendants in the 
three menths or less, and that they 
swarm off dead animals to liggin wait 
for living ones, it will be seen how ter- 
ribly ravaging the disease may be- 
come.

Over 308 Million Bushels Handied At 
Twin Ports 

Canadian shipping handled 180,452,- 
747 bushels of the 308,149,718 shipped 
from the ports of Fort William and 
Port: Arthur, Ontario, during the 1923 
season of navigation according to a re- 
port issued by the Fort William office 
of the Lake Shipper 
ciation, 

United States shipping is credited 
with Carrying 127,696,971 bushels of 
the total or 52,755,776 bushels less 
than was handled by Canadian boats, 
The tonnage of the few foreign ships 
which were in the trade for a few 
months is not mentioned in the report, 
the object of which is to compare the 
shipping of the two principal fleets, 

The total of over 308 million bush- 
els of grain handled from these ports 
is made up of 247,563,681 bushels of 
wheat, 34,689,304 bushels of oats, 14,- 
728,922 bushels of barley, 3,137,208 
bushels of flax, and 8,030,603 bushels 
of rye. 

The total for the season is nearly 17 
million bushels larger than the pre- 
vious record made in 1922, and nearly 
41 million bushels in excess of the rec- 
ord made in 1916, the year which held 
the record for all time until 1922. 

The report shows that, for the last 
three years the combined or twin ports 
have been the largest primary grain 
shipping ports in the world, exceeding 
the totals of both Chicago and Duluth 
for the years mentioned.

Monkey Glands Will Not Prove An Aid 
to Longevity 

Monkey glands have given peopl 
more “pep,” but their use will not re 
sult in a world where men can liye to 
be three’or four hundred years old 

This is the conclusion of Prof, Wini 
fred Cullis, expert on eugenics, who 
discussed monkey glands in a lecture 
at the scientific novelties exhibition at 
King’s College, London. 

“If changes can be produced (by 
monkey glands), do not think it means 
an inerease in longevity,” she said 
“All that it means is that the powers 
with which we are gifted will be utiliz 
ed right up to the end. We are not 
going to increase the span of life.” 

Professor Cullis said statistics show 
that children of long-lived parents had 
an expectation of 15 years more-of lift 
than the average person. 

“If you want to live long, choos: 
long-lived parents,” she said.

The twin 
ports, Fort William and Port Arthur, 
at the head of the Great Lakes, re- 
ceived by railways 261,464,852 bushels 
of grain during the four months Sep- 
tember to December, 1923. In the 
same period 211,383,669 bushels were 
transhipped and forwarded from those 
ports by lake carriers to eastern ports 
and world markets. The clevators 
at Fort William and Port Arthur alone 
have a storage capacity of sixty-five 
million bushels, ‘To keep pace with 
the requirements of the grain trade 
the number of elevators in the Do- 
minion increased from 523 in 1901 to 
4,020 in 1922, and their capacity from 
18,000,000 bushels to 238,000,000 bush- 
els. 

The limits of Canada’s wheat pro- 
ducing capacity have not yet been ‘ap- 
proached, even by the great crop of 
1928, amounting to 452,000,000 bushels.

Production of Large Aeroplanes 
Supersedes the Zeppelin 

The Dixmude was the latest Ger- 
man airship completed at the time of 
the armistice, and was handed over 
to France and put in commission by 
the French Government instead of be- 
ing, as it should have been, destroyed. 
Long before the end of the war the 
Zeppelin had proved itself entirely un- 
trustworthy as a fighting instrument. 
We had destroyed Zeppelins by sea 
and over land here and in Belgium, 
and in the last great raid over London 
not one of the ships employed surviy- 
ed the weather conditions to which 
they were subjected. The practical 
German mind, well aware of the lim- 
itation of its own instruments, deflect- 
ed the activities of the great airship 
factory at Friedrickshafen to the pro- 
duction of large aeroplanes instead. 
At any rate, for the moment, the best 
brains in aerial study in all countries 
are agreed that the airship had best 
be left alone.—London Standard.

irrigation and Mixed Farming 


Substantial Gain is Shown in Southern 
Alberta Irrigation District 

Evidence of the manher in which ir- 
rigation is promoting mixed farming 
in Southern Alberta is found in statis- 
ties compiled for the Vauxhall irriga- 
tion district. This is one of the new- 
er Southern ‘Alberta irrigation dis- 
tricts, In 1920 there were only 27 
farms operating in the district; this 
had increased in 1923 to 65. The in- 
creases in livestock in these farms in 
the same period are as_ follows: 
Horses*from 152 to 435; cattle from 
10 to 975; sheep from none to 8,409; 
hogs from 11 to 1,171; and poultry 
from 137 to 3,499. The principal pro- 
ducts of the district are wheat and 
coarse grain, potatoes, hay, vegetables 
and livestock and dairy products. 


The Farmer Pays 


He Pays As a Producer and As a 
Consumer and Is Vitally Interest- 
ed In Lower Taxation 

It takes a keen eye and an active 
mind to trace the process by which a 
great proportion of the taxes paid in 
Canada eventually comes out of the 
pocket of the farmer; but it does not 
take long to satisfy ourselves that this 
is so. As a general rule taxes are 
paid by the ultimate consumer or the 
producer. In some instances the 
producer is able to pass the tax on to 
the purchaser of his product, but the 
farmer cannot do this because the 
value of his product is fixed by world 
conditions and forces over which he 
has no control. In addition to being 
affected as a producer the farmer also 
pays taxes as a consumer—so he gets 
it both going and coming. 

The farmer is therefore vitally in- 
terested in governmental 
tures, whether they be federal, pro- 
vincilal or municipal. The more 


he has to pay. He may think that 
the levying of certain kinds of taxes, 
such as the income tax, relieve him of 
part of his tax burden, because the 
city man has to pay heavily under 
these taxes. But the fact is clear, 
that wherever possible the business 
man includes such taxes as a part of 
his business expense and the things | 
he sells cost just that much more and 
the farmer, who is unable to add his 
taxes to the price of his wheat, pays 
a very respectable share of the in-| 
come taxes paid by business concerns 
with whom he does business. The 
remedy is less Expenditure by Gov- 
ernments and Lower Taxation. 


Grain Through Vancouver 

Vancouver has shipped and booked 
for shipment to date almost 50,000,000 
bushels of the 1923 crop. Last year’s 
total crop movement through this port 
was approximately 19,000,000 bushels. 
Up to the end of December the port 
had shipped 12,984,767 bushels’ of 
grain and additional shipments and| 
bookings for the next few months 
amount to 36,400,275 bushels, giving 


a total of 48,385,042 bushels.

CANAAN 


Golden Text.—Npt one thing hath 
failed of all the good things which 
Jehovah your God spake concerning 
you. Joshua 23.14, 

Lesson.—Joshua, Chapters 1 to 11; 
23; and 24. 


Devotional Reading.—Psalm 47, 


The Text Explained and Illumined 

I, Joshua’s Commission, verses 1, 
The death of Moses seemed to end 
everything. Who could take his 
place? Everywhere there was deep- 
est gloom. But Moses himself had 
appointed a successor in his minis- 
ter, or “chief of staff’ Joshua, the son 
of Nun. The change of leaders was 
great, buf nothing else was changed; 
and event it was not so great as 
faint hearts in their sorrow are apt to 
think, for the real Leader lives, and 
Moses and Joshua alike were but the 
transmitters of his orders and his 
words to Israel (Maclaren). Jehovah 
spake unto Joshua. “God's voice is 
still speaking, and the spirit-educat- 
ed ear will be quick to discern the 
old music transposefl to a more mod 
ern key. God is perpetually repeat- 
ing his great affirmations. Moses is 
dead, but the march continues” (Gau- 
trey).

hua heard. Do not sit down and give 
way to your grief, but arise and carry 
Moses’s task; my work must go for- 
ward. To go over the Jordan was no 
light command. See the Geographi- 
cal Background and chapters 2-4 of 
Joshua. “Whatever sorrow falls 
upon us there is always a next step 
which must be taken, and always light 
enough to reveal our immediate duty. 
Among the essays of Dr. John Brown, 
the famous author of ‘Rab and his 
Friends,’ there is a noble and touch- 
ing account of the father’s conduct on 
the fey when his child died. It was 
on the Sabbath, and he insisted on 
preaching as usual, saying as he went 
to the crucifixon of his pulpit, ‘While 
the child was yet alive, I fasted and 
wept, but now that he is dead, where 
fore should I fast? Can I bring him 
back again? I shall go to him, but 
he shall not return to me.’ It may 
be, as his son says, that he ought not 
to have done this violence to his emo- 
tions, and yet one cannot but realize 
how much of piety and nobleness was 
in the act; it was the resolute taking 
of the next step in that path of ineluct- 
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able duty which God had appointed 
him. ‘To those who dwell in the 
great darkness of bitterest loss, I
